THREAT LETTERS 
FOUND BY BODY OF 
TEACHER IN WELL 


Mattoon, Ill, Aug. 1.—()—Miss 
Comm Stallman, 48, a native of Cincin- 
nati, and for twelve ye@&rs a teacher 
in the public schools there, was found 
dead in a cistern on the farm of her 
sister, Mrs. Anna Seaman, near here, 
today. Several anonymous threaten- 
ing letters were found beside her body. 

The body was found seated at the 
bottom of the cistern: The head was 
slightly under the surface of the water, 
which was about three feet deep. There 
was a slight scratch on the forehead, 
but no other marks of violence.. There 
was no water in the lungs. She hgfl 
been dead about an hour, apparently. 
The threatening letters were almost 
undecipherable, because of the soaking 
in the water. 

A placard bearing the printed mes- 
sage, “ We have got your.sister scared 
green,” was found this morning on the 
front porch of the Seaman home. It 
was found shortly after the body had 
been discovered. aa 

Mrs. Seaman returned today after a 
week's absence. Her husband, T. C. 
Seaman, said that Miss Stallman told 
him she had been assaulted Thursday 
by three men during his absence at 
work in the field, while Mrs. Seaman 
was away on the trip. 

The three men, strangers to her, had 
come to the house and after a brief 
conversation, attacked .her, Seaman 

was told, he said... Seaman declared he 
last saw Miss Stallman at lunch Friday 
night.

Senator Pepper [Rep., Pa.], a mem- 
ber of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, informed the President that he 
had abandoned advocacy of the com- 
plete divorce of the world court from 
the league of nations and now proposes 
a modified method of protecting the 
United States from entanglement in 
the league if it joins the tribunal. 

Sees World Join Court. 

The senator predicted that. the ten- 
ate at the next sesston’ Will’ provide 
for the United States adhering to the 
world court protocol on the terms of 
the proposed compromise. -If the com- 


ratify the world court _protocol with- 
out any of.the reservations proposed 
by President Harding, Secretary of 
States Hughes, and President Coolidge, 


eight signatories adopt an amendment 
to the protocol stipulat that in join- 
ing the court the United States incurs 
none of the liabilities of the league of 
nations of which the tribunal is the 
creature. 

Senator Pepper §aid that he is as 
much opposed as ever to America join- 
ing the league, but when asked if his 
plan does not mean American entrance 
in the league through the back door 
he parried the question. 

Thinks All Will Accept. 

In the opinion of the senator, the 
plan softens American participation to 
a point where the senate action will be 
acceptable to the other court signa- 
tories as wel] as the president who will 
be charged with the task of arranging 
the court amendment by diplomatic 
negotiations. 

“I hope and believe,” Senator Pep- 
per said, “that th@ next session wil! 
see the adéption by the senate of a 
resolution of acceptance making it pos- 
sible to carry into effect President 
Harding’s suggestion as submitted*by 
President Coolidge. 

“The amendment to the status of 


not only give us the right to vote but 
will provide that we shall not be liable 
for any of the obligations of league 
membership.” 

Means Check on Rulings. 

Mr. Pepper further declared the 
court would not be allowed to hand 
down any advisory opinions, either at 
the request of any one power without 
the others agreeing, or at the request 
of the league council or any other body. 

“My whole view,” Senator Pepper 
declared, “is that the safeguarding of 
American interests should and can‘be 
accomplished by amendment to the 
statute of the court and not by reserva- 
tions. I am satisfied that this amend- 
ment could be made in accordance with 
the wishes of President Coolidge.

Eight policemen whose bravery ant 

presence of mind led to the killing or' 

capture of four members of the bandit 

gang which held up the Drake hotel 

last Wednesday are awarded $100 each 
by THe TRIBUNE. 


Those who Win awards are Lincoln 
Park Patrolmen Patrick Hannigan, 
Clarence Dalof, John Kelly, Arthur 
Wingren, Charles Kiefer, John Broeck- 
er, and Peter Annen and City Patrol- 
man Walter Noonan. 

By custom THE TRIBUNE each 
month awards $100 to the policeman 
or fireman who, “during the 31 days 
accomplished the most heroic work in 
the line of his duty.” Because of the 
outstanding quality of courage dis- 
Played in thé roundup of the Drake 
gang a departure is made from the 
rule and eath of the eight will receive 
the full amount that usually goes to 
but one each month. 

Five Outlaws in Holdup. 

Five outlaws took part in the hold- 
up. Eric Nelson and Ted Court were 
killed as they fled after the crime. 
Joe Holmes was captured by one of 
the men given an award. Jack Wil- 
son, the fourth swashbuckling stickup 
man, was arrested sixteen hours later. 
He and Holmes have confessed and 
named William Mullneschuck as the 
fifth member. 

The five men walked into the hotel 
in one of the busiest hours of the day, 
while hundreds were passing just out- 
side on Lake Shore drive. .Employés 
were forced to line up and march from 
room to room and Frank Rodkey of the 
controller’s office was wantonly shot, 
it is charged, by Holmes. More than 
$4,000 was taken from the cashier's 
vault. 

By recognizing the bravery of these 
men no reflection is cast on the un- 
questioned courage shown by wr ig 
others—policemen and civi 
figured in - aae, the 
who slammed the door en Ffolmes 
momentarily trapped him, the Drake 
house detective who first wotnded 
Court, the police officers who assisted 
in the later part of Holmes’ capture, 
the civillans who drove their cars in 
the chase after Nelson, the police offi- 
cers who took part in this pursuit, 
and the other policemen who rounded 
up Wilson and innumerable witnesses. 

Awards Af Limited. 

The number brave deeds dis- 
played in the record of this most sen- 
sational of recent holdups is legion. 
Tue TRIBUNE awards, however, are 
limited to policemen and firemen, and 
the judges of the awards consider that 
these eight men showed exceptional 
bravery where all were brave. 

The seven Lincoln park: policemen 
already have been rewarded with extra 
compensation by Superintendent Harry 
Klatzco and the park commissioners..

What the Heroes Did. 

In brief story here is what these 
eight men accomplished: 

Policeman Patrick Hannigan, 1918 
Wellington avenue, of the Lincoln park 
force, was summoned to the Oak street 
side of the Drake from his traffic post 
at Walton place and Michigan avenue. 
The bandits, Nelson, Mullneschuck, 
and Wilson, were running for their 
parked auto. . Court, already wounded, 
firing wildly, was foliowing them. Han- 
nigan shot four times at Court, and at 
least three of his bullets found their 
mark. 

Policeman Walter Noonan, 1541 
North Wells street, a city patrolman 
attached to the 30th district, was at 
the corner when the bandits dashed 
past. Noonan was off duty and was 
dressed in plain clothes. He ran after 
Court, shooting. One of his bullets hit

FIGHT TOMORROW 


That He Slew Maurer. 


With an array of alienists almost as 
impressive as the group which ap 
peared in the famous Loeb-Leopold 
case, Russell Scott, condemned slayer 
of Joseph Maurer, drug clerk, tomor- 
row morning starts his last fight to 
escape the noose from which he three 
times has slipped by a matter of hours. 

Scott’s battle will be to prove that 
he has gone insane since the sentence 
of death was passed upon him. He 
goes to trial on that plea in the morn- 
ing before Judge Joseph B. David in 
the Criminal court. It was Judge Da- 
vid who granted him the trial at 2 
o’clock in the morning hearing a week 
ago last Friday when he was to have 
been hanged at 6. 

Mrs. Catherine Scott, the wife, was 
still in Detroit last night, making final 
frantic attempts. to bring a defense 
fund of $3,000 she has collected there 
up to $10,000, which is needed. As a 
last effort a theatrical benefit for Scott 
is planned for tomorrow night. 

In Windsor, Ont., across the Detroit 
river, an automobile appealing for 
Scott funds was paraded through the 
streets. It bore the slogans, “ Save 
a Life to Win a Car” and “ Help Save 
Mrs. Scott and the Children.” 

Another “ Confesses ” Murder. 

And while Scott yesterday was fight- 
ing off the state’s alienists who would 
examine him there was arrested in Wi- 
chita, Kas., one Donald Alan Gurley, 
alias Gorgon, who “ confessed ” that it 
was he and not Scott who killed Mau- 
rer, the drug clerk. 

Gordon, held for robbery, kidnaping, 
and criminal assault, made a general 


Ieommnmenge of his crimes, then added 
that he had one more thing—the kill- 
ing of Maurer—to confess. 

“I'm doing it to save an innocent 
man from the gallows,” the Kansas 
man said. Then he sat down at a 
typewriter, typed the confession and 
signed it. 

But Kansas authorities found the 
details to come hazily from the new 
confessed killer, and they were frank 
to say they disbelieved the statement. 

Discredited in Chicago. 

Chicago authorities also ridiculed the 
confession and while Attorney William 
Scott Stewart and W. W. O’Brien, de- 
fending Scott, said they had never 
heard of the Kansas captive, they 
added that anything might be possible. 

Assistant State’s Attorney George E. 
Gorman, who prosecuted Scott, said 
the confession of Gordon was absurd. 

“Scott killed Maurer—Sqptt and no 
one else,”’ the prosecutor said. “ Such 
supposed confessions crop up all the 
time in cases that have been subjected 
to publicity as Scott's has There 
isn’t a chance for it to be right.”

NEW CRIMES AND OLD 
RIGHTS. 


National and state prohibition enforcement laws 
have created new criminal offenses. Under their 
provisions millions of American citizens have be 
come defendants. This fact gives a very direct and 

general interest to the effort of dry law enforcers 
‘to avoid jury trials in prosecution of these new 
crimes. | 


Section 3, Article ITI., of the federal constitution, 
provides that “the trial of all crimes, except in 
cases of impeachment, shall be by jury.” The 
‘Sixth amendment of the constitution provides that 
“in all criminal ‘prosecutions the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury of the state and district wherein 
the crime shall have been committed.” The sev- 
énth amendment provides that “in suits at com- 


Amon law, when the value of the property shall 


bxceed $20, the right of trial by jury shall be 
preserved.” € 

»¢ The Volstead act, Section 29, declares the manu- 
facture or sale of liquor in violation of the act

Section 21 provides that “any room, house,

such a common nuisance shall be guilty of a mis-

Sections 22 and 23 provide an action in equity 
to enjoin any such nuisance, and the court may 
order the premises closed for a year and the owner 
of the property as well as the tenant may be joined 
in the action and his property may be forfeited. 

Section 24 provides a proceeding in contempt for 
violation of any such injunction, and any defend- 
ant found guilty “shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $500 nor more than $1,000, or by 
imprisonment of not less than thirty days or more 
than a year, or by both fine and imprisonment.”

Judge Woodrough of Omahg has held the injunc- 
tion feature of the Volstead act to be unconstitu- 
tional and has caused the question to be presented 
to the Supreme court. It took courage for the 
judge to express his opinion of the law. For years 
political radicals and political drys have coerced 
tbe courts and the judges in the courts. The Su- 
preme court has been threatened with deprivation 
of its power to construe the constitution unless it 
followed the interpretations of the aggressive fac- 
tions. Some recent decisions have been noticeably 


We trust that in the fundamental question of 
jury trial the Supreme court will stand coura- 
geously for our ancient liberties. 


THE COURT AND THE 
LEAGUE. 


Representative Tinkham of Massachusetts, ad- 
dressing Senator Borah, chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign relations, asserts that “an 
audacious and last desperate attempt is being 
made by the internationalists and occult foreign 
influence to force the United States into the 
League of Nations by way of the League court.” 

Whether audacious or desperate, there is un- 
doubtedly on float a deliberate and intensified effort 
to unite all the influences in this country which 
favor our participation in the European political 
system in support of our adoption of the interna- 
tional court. These influences are conspicuous 
and powerful and they are likely to have their 
way in due time, chiefly because of public indiffer- 
ence. The President favors adherence, though 
we doubt he is. very zealous, and Mr. Hughes is on 
record in favor of entering the court with reserva, 
tions. The whole machinery which favors our 
going into ‘the League is, of course, for our going 
into the court, and its propaganda is persistent 
and widespread, whereas opposition to either the 
League or its court is unorganized and sporadic. 

What opponents of the League, or rather of our 
entering the League, must realize is that the 
present movement for our adoption of the court 
is essentially a part cf the persistent effort to get 
us into the League. Representative Tinkham’s em- 
phasis on this fact is entirely correct and his out- 
spoken appeal is most opportune. The American 
citizens who voted overwhelmingly against the 
proponents of our entrance into the League in 
1920 and again in 1924 and who think they settled 
the issue by those clear expressions ought to wake 
up to the present situation before they find the 
nation in the League in spite of them. They do 
mot understand the meaning of recent events. It 
is fully understood abroad. For example, let us 
quote from a leading champion of the League in 
Great Britain, the Manchester Guardian. The 
Guardian of July 17th publishes a dispatch from 
its New York correspondent gleefully reporting 
that the advocates of the League and the group 
which does not care for the League but wishes to 
“outlaw war,” etc., have got together on a plan to 
procure immediate adherence to the League court 
and within two years the calling of an interna- 
tiona] conference to outlaw war. We read that 
‘"t is especially significant, as it is signed, among 
others, by several intimate advisers of Senator 
Borah, who have hitherto been strong opponents 
of the League and its methods.” | 
Let us turn next to the Guardian's editorial 
comment on this event. It points out the dif 
ferences between the two groups referred to above 
and states that “these two enemy camps have 
agreed on a common plan, the significant feature 
of which is that America should immediately join 


treaty, Within two years of America’s joining, 
the plan goes an to propose, an international con- 
ference should be called to rule out war and to 
set up instead a code of law to be administered by 
the Permanent Court. The last part of this plan 
takes in most of the ideas advocated by the Anti- 
Leaguers; the first part brings in at least a depart- 
ment of the League. Thus a bridge is being built, 
and all Americans who would like their country 
to throw its immense weight into the cause of 
organized peace should find it easier to move a 
gether instead of advancing along parallel and so 
never meeting lines.” . 

Of course, the Guardian begs the question as to 
whether the League and the treaty of Versailles 
really represent “the cause of organized peace,” 
but what we who oppose the surrender of Amert- 
can independence in exchange for the League 
experiment ought to realize is that the Guardian is 
entirely right in asserting that the Permanent 
Court is “a department of the League” and that 
the movement in this country to procure our 
adherence to the court is led by Leaguists in the 
| confidence that when we are in the court we are 
in the League and its system and will inevitably 
be drawn farther in. 

If the United States is going into the League in 
spite of the American policy and tradition of inde 
pendence, let us go in with our eyes open and not 
be led in by a minority under the impression that 
we are still free.

We think such embarrassments and incidental 
losses as might be involved in the change should 
not indefinitely obstruct our entrance into a world 
system of standards which is by far the most ac- 
curate, simple, and practical ever devised. The 
metric system is not an experiment, Its merits 
are fully demonstrated and we ought not to delay

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BABY’S SKIN TROUBLES. 
BABY is liable to develop skin 
trouble at any season of the year, 
but between the heat and the 
sweat in their effects on the’ skin 

directly, and the change in food and in 
the body’s food requirements in their in- 
direct effects on the skin, there is an 
oversupply of akin troubles in babies in 
July, August, and September. One of 
these is variously known as tetter, 
cradle-cap, and eczema of the head. 
When a baby gets this eruption, it is 
certain that the food is out of balance 
in some way or other, and the parents 
will begin experimenting to find out 
what the trouble is. 

In most cases the fats of the milk are 
disagreeing. In some it is the sugar 
or starches. In others milk in any form 
disagrees. The rule is to modify the 
diet in accordance with what is found 
to be the cause, but all authorities are 
agreed that these modifications must 
not be carried far enough to disturb the 
baby’s digestion, to cause diarrhea, or to 
stop his growth. | |

A bedly tettered scalp is unsightly, 
Causes the baby some discomfort, and 
is a source of unhappiness to the moth- 
er; but at that tetter is far less serious 
than diarrhea, indigestion, or ma)nutri- 
tion. It may be that weaning a breast- 
fed baby would cure his tetter in short 
order, but, even so, weaning as a cure 
for tetter is seldom justified. Smith ad- 
vises boric ointment containing 4 per 
cent resorcin. This is applied for three 
or four days, and the scab is cleaned 
off with castile soap and warm water.

The tip that he may have gone toward 
St. Louis came unofficially from Rood- 
house, Ill. It stated that Mulneschuck

passed through that town on Thursday 
and dropped a marriage license and an 
army discharge bearing his name. 

Efforts were being made in the early 
morning hours to verify the story. The 
police were skeptical of it mainly be- 
cause they do not believe the authori- 
ties at Roodhouse, a town of 2,300 peo- 
ple in Green county, would overlook 
an opportunity to notify them of any 
clews in order to share in the $7,000 
reward.

Blames Lax Court System. 

The mantie of responsibility was laid 
gently, but firmly over the shoulders 
of the forty-eight judges of the Circuit 
and Superior courts. But Mr. Passmore 
did not blame the judges much. He 
intimated only that they did not under- 
stand. He said it was their kck of 
system in meting-out criminal justice 


that was to blame rather than any lax- | 


ity on their part. 

State’s Attorney Crowe and others 
have called for more jaidges to come 
and sft in the Criminal courts. 

A month ago Mr. Crowe called on 
the judges to forego their summer va- 
cations, but little heed was paid to this. 
At present a large number of the 
judges are away on vacation. This 
vacation period will last through Au- 
gust, as it has lasted through July. 

Chief Justice Jacob H. Hopkins as 
late as last Wednesday said the crim- 
inal branch ought to have twice its nor- 
mal mumber of judges with the opening 
of the September term. 


Distributing the Blame 

Stx and sometimes seven judges have 
been assigned regularly to the Crimi- 
nal court. These have been chosen and 
assigned from among the judges of the 
Circuit and Superior courts, and that 
is why the blame has gone back there. 

But the records of the Ciiminal court 
clerk's office show that some time dur- 
ing every recent year twelve or thir- 


‘ teen judges have sat in the Criminal 


courta—and there, as Mr. Passmore 
points out, is the rub. 

“The relief judges have not sat in 
the Criminal courts at the right time,” 
Mr. Passmore says. “We ought to 
have at least 12 or 15 judges sitting all 
the time. But if we must be limited to 
seven judges, if relief judges must be 
given us, they must be given at the be- 
ginning of the September term of court 
each year—tright at the start and not 
after several months, when the courts 
are congested, the calendars clogged 
up, and crime running away in the 
lead of the courts and punishment. 


Swift Punishment Essential. 


“I have studied crime and criminals 
for years,” Mr. Passmore continued. 
“I have studied in the principal cities 
in the United States and in Europe. 
I concur with other students in what 
has been proved, that the one great, 
cardinal deterrent is swift and cer- 
tain punishment. 

“Here in Chicago we lack both. 
Punishment is neither swift nor is it 
at all certain. In fact, it is extremely 
uncertain. The crook who commits a 
crime has a@ good chance of getting 
away; and ff he is caught, because of 
our lack of system, of escaping proper

“We start out in the September 
term with seven judges when we 
should be starting out with twice that 
‘number. The result is that the num- 
‘ber of indictments increases, leaps up 
‘and up, month after month, generally 
‘over the number of cases disposed of. 
| “Then comes trouble. Soon all is 
‘congested, the whole machinery is 
‘slowed up, cases are improperly. pre- 
| pared, too quickly disposed of, shunted

Wait Until Too Late. 

“When everything finally is thor- 
oughly clogged and congested, some- 
thing mrust be done, and usually some 
relief judges are assigned. They come 
over, try their best, and usually get 
nowhere, because they wern’t started 
at the right time. The indictments 
keep creeping up in spite of the relief 
judges. 

“The reason for all this is that re- 
lief judges do not help when it is too 
late. It is like trying to effect a res- 
cue after ship and crew have gone 
down. ‘The modus operandi of the 
court is such that the judges must be 


order to be efficient and to relieve the 
situation—and so far they have never 
been here .at the beginning of the 
terms.” e 

Illustrating how crime increases and 
the indictments, under the present sys- 
tem of administration, keep ahead of 
the courts, Mr. Passmore made public 
a table he had compiled from his rec 
ords. 


What Figures Show. 


It started with the September term 
of court of 1922, and continued until 
the end of June of this year, show- 
ing the number of indictments pend- 
ing at the end of each month of court 
work.

They picture the 
gsiate gradually surrounded by pro 
gressive neighbors who will offer the 
automobile through, connected pave- 
ments to run. on; a countryside filled 
with the myriad attractions which 
new paved roads always bring, and 
free movement to and from market 
centers twelve months in the year.

“On the other hand, Missouri has 
spent $64,197,046 in road contracts 
since launching its great statewide 
highway building scheme by bond is 
sue. It has surfaced about 2,000 miles 
of through roads and maintains the 
entire system of 7,640 miles at an an- 
nual cost of $272 a mile. The Mis- 
gouri highway department is organized 
to pave approximately 1,000 miles of 
new road a year and will complete 
and link up its entire system within 
five years. Its paving contracts are 
going forward in practically every 
county. As the concrete creeps ahead 
villages and small cities brighten up 
as though by magic. New industry 
follows the new roads. Better hotels 


are appearing along the numbered 
boulevards. The Ozarks to the south 
are opening as a fresh and highly 
attractive national playground, and 
the entire state is cleaning house.

U ndergroundOcean 
Transforms Farms 


of Arid Kansas 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
ARNED, Kas.—([Special Corre- 
spondence.}J—Ranchers in the 
thirsty Arkansas valley here in 
southwestern Kansas no longer 
have to pray for rain to save their 
crops and livestock. All they have to 
do is dig a small hole in the ground 
fourteen or fifteen feet deep, install a 
pump, and in short order water tanks 
are filled and water is trickling down 
the irrigation furrows in the fields. 


For a half century ranchmen had 
been limiting their farming operations 
chiefly to the growing of wheat and 
corn because the rainfall in the valley 
is not sufficient to insure the: suc- 
cessful growing of other crops that | 
need an abundance of water through 
the summer months. But with the dis- 
covery of sheet water under their 
farms they have an unlimited supply 
to use in irrigation for the cost of 
lifting it up only a few feet. 

From Larned up the Arkansas river 
about a hundred miles toward Garden 
City and down the valley through 
Hutchinson it is estimated that this 
sheet water is available to more than 
8,000 farms of 160 acres each. Under- 
lying the farms throughout the valley 
is a layer of water béaring sand and 
gravel containing about 23% per cent 
of water—the coarser the gravel the 
higher the percentage of water. 


High Yields Now. 


Having to struggle along with a 
scant rainfall, usually around 26 to 27 
inches a year, ranchers were prevent- 
ed from growing miany crops that can 
be profitably raised now. Thousands 
of acres of crops that were never pro- 
duced before in the valley are being 
grown. Wheat growers, who have 
only from! sixty to a hundred days of 
work each year, are able to employ 


| 


themselves profitably raising other 


crops that produce high yields on the 
valley soil. 

On the old wheat and corn land it Its 
common to see big crops of sugar 
beets, alfalfa, potatoes, melons, cab- 
bage, onions, and in fact, about every 
kind of vegetable that can be produced 
in the middle west truck patches and 
farm gardens. Kansas’ wheat average 
is about thirteen bushels to the acre, 
and growers are well satisfied when 
they can get twenty bushels to the 
acre. Year after year the farm price 
usually runs around a dollar a bushel. 
Today on farms that produced $20 
worth of wheat or $25 worth of corn 
to the acre ranchers are raising $100 
worth of sugar beets to the acre and 
$50 to $70 dollars worth of alfalfa hay. 


Big Beet Crops. 

With the underground water some 
ranchers are irrigating practically all 
of their field and truck crops at a smal! 
cost. E. E. Frizell, one of the first 
men in the valley to use the under- 
ground water, is irrigating 1,000 acres 
of all kinds of crops on his Fort 
Larned ranch six miles west of here. 
Last year he raised 114 acres of beets 
and his gross returns ran more than 
$100 to the acre. This year he has 
about 300 acres. It was not until last 
year that sugar beet culture was taken 
up in dead earnest in this district, and 
there are now about 2,500 acres under 
cultivation. Here in this district alone 
it is estimated that there are from 30,- 
000 to 35,000 acres adapted to this crop. 

Around Garden City, where the only 
sugar beet factory in the state is lo- 
cated, about 30,000 acres of beets are 
being grown under irrigation. Beets 
grown around Larned are shipped to 
the Garden City factory. 

Throughout the valley busjness men, 
commercial clubs, and bankers are tak- 
ing a keen interest in developing the 
irrigation project. They are encourag- 
ing farmers to use the underground 
water extensively. Business men are 
forming syndicates for the purpose of 
demonstrating the practicability of ir- 
rigation. 

At Hutchison, for example, one hun- 
dred business men formed a syndicate 
this year and have rented a farm where 
they expect to demonstrate during the 


next three seasons to ranchers in that 
territory that sugar beets can be grown 
profitably. As soon as ranchmen have 
become sufficiently interested to pro 
duce as much as 5,000 acres of beets 
at Larned and Hutchison factories wil 
be built in each one of these towns to 
take care of the crop. The beets are 
now being shipped to the Garden City 
factory. 


Mr. Frizell, who 1s also superintend. 
ent ofthe state reformatory at Hutchi- 
son, is irrigating crops this year on 
the state farm. With one pump he 
is able to lift 2,200 gallons of water 
a minute inte the frrigation fumes 
which carry it out to the fields. He 
is able to take care of 200 acres of 
corn, beets, alfalfa and other ordi- 
nary farm crops with one pump. At 
the present price of l with an oil 
engine Mr. Frizell puinmps 14,000 gal- 
lons of water for one cent. 

It is figured that on the average 
ranchers using the irrigation system 
can produce sugar beets for $40 to $50 
an acre, which means a net return 
of about $50 an acre. The average 
yield in Pawnee county is above 11 
tons to the acre, some running more 
than 16 tons to the acre. In addition 
to the returns on the beets, ranchers 
consider the tops worth about $10 an 
acre. The tops make excellent feed 
for cattle and sheep. 


Millions for Farmers. 


While sugar beet raising is the most 
attractive for farmers who are using 
the underground water to irrigate their 
crops, Mr. Frizell and other leaders 
expect great progress to be made dur- 
ing the next few years in the exten- 
sive use of irrigation in the growing 
of practically all of the crops in the 
Arkansas valley. It will mean mil- 
lions of dollars annually to the farm- 
ers of southwestern Kansas.

If fives can replace 
ones, there is a corresponding saving. 
If twos can be made to serve the cost 
will be reduced to one-half. 

The bureau officials believe that the 
two doilar bill is a useful denomination 
that has fallen into disuse for no sound 
reason but, merely because it is believed 
to be unlucky.

We have a double meaning in mind 
in saying “dill pickels in general.” 
Most of the old recipes we find are ex- 
ceedingly general. They advise mak- 
ing a brine strong enough to bear up 
an eggs first—no particular quantity 
mentioned, nor is a quantity given for 
the cucumbers or any other of the in- 
gredients. The brine of that strength 
is weakened in some cases by adding to 
it half as much water as there is brine. 
The best of the old recipes direct that 
epring water be used; that is, pure 
water. Of course, boiled wate? may be 
used when this is not obtainable, and 
probably the most successful and re- 
liable brines are those which are boiled. 

Since all the salted foods are gener- 
aliy unsealed, every precaution must be 


taken to keep dirt from them, and]: 
any products of fermentation must be |; 


looked after. One of the ways of 
doing this, in making salt pickles, was 
to place a cloth over the whole and a 
weight over that, then the cloth was 
taken off and washed frequently, or 


as often as every day. Scums will rise |: 
on such things, and while these may | 3 


be innocent enough, when fresh, they 
turn to something that is not desirable 
either as food or flavor. When they 
flavor pickels, and we eat those same 
pickles, which really have no food 
value anyway, We are eating that de. 
teriorated scum. It can be something 
worse than ceteriorated. 

For the same reason that water is 
boiled, the scum removed often, and 
so forth, the cucumbers should be 
washed and then wiped as a measure 
of cleanliness—the cloth or wiping 
paper may get off dirt the washing may 
not, and after that they may in some 
cases be washed and rinsed again. 
Half or all the pickles that spoil do 
80 because there has been dirt of one 
sort or another at work on them. This 
rule is not believed in by some people, 
but circumstances alter cases. 


Two German Dill Pickles. 


These recipes were translated by me 


from one of the most famous of Ger. 
man cook books, that by. Friu Hedwig 
Heyl: One huncred and twenty me 
dium cucumbers, one hundred and 
twenty-five washed cherry leaves 
about two tablespoons of dill seed, or 
perhaps a little more; a few washed 
grape leaves, two pounds of salt, two 
scant quarts of spring water. Wipe 
the cucumbers and pack them witb 
the other ingredients into a suitable 


cask. Then dissolve the salt in the}; 


spring water and pour it over them 
until the cask ig full. Put on the

salt. Lay the cucumbers tn the spring 
water for twenty-four hours; wipe and 
pack with the grape leaves and the 
dill in a clean wine cask. Boil the 
water and salt together, and when it 
is hot, turn it over the cucumbers. 
On the two following days pour off 
the water; boil it up and pour itt over 
the cucumbers. The liquid must cover

cask and turn it often until the pickles 
are ready for use. 


From these two recipes we can see |: 


what one practice has been in brining 
Much less salt is used when the brine 
is heated than when it is put on cold 
Note, too, that because the flavor of 
the dill is brought out by heat only a 
bit of it is used. If too much the 
pickles would perhaps or probably be 
bitter. 

There are two recipes for dill pickles 
in “The Settlement Cook Book” com: 
piled by people mainly German in 
their ways of cooking, but these ways 
modified somewhat by American prac 
tices, the worst of which is using vine 
gar. It does insure keeping, perhaps, 
but the pickles are not what dill 
pickles should be. Many other sea-

SN’T it odd that one should go into 
his garden of a sunny morning and 
find that during the night some 
strange agency has laid down 

bands of shimmering silver ribbon 
along his walks or up and down the 
stone wall that borders them?

As a matt of fact they. are laid 
down by the*garden slugs during their 
night wanderings. The slugs sleep in 
some dark place by day, but by night 
they go foraging for such tender vege- 
tation as lettuce leaves or for scraps 
from the garbage can. 

This slug is a snail that has lost its 
shell. On top of its back is still a bit 
of a plate where the shell once tied on. 
It got to sléeping under rotten boards 
and such, found that it could get along 
without its house, and quit carrying 
it around. 

The body of the slug is soft and sen- 
sitive. It gives out a sort of glue all 
the time. When it crawls over a rough 
place its tummy gets scratched. To 
keep this scratching from doing it in- 
jury the slug spreads its slime as it 
goes.

FOR THE FOOTHILLS. 


SPECIALLY designed for a site 
in the foothills, this charming 
house has many features which 
well may be adapted even to 
homes built on level ground, although 
Cc. the lot where the home actually has 
been built there is a slope of twenty 


feet from the front of the lot to the 
house. 

The architect, Kenneth D. Kahn of 
Hollywood, Cal., has chosen the Nor- 
man-French type of domestic architec- 
ture for this home. The turret, a 
unique feature, is an adaptation of the 
keep of medizwval days, when it was 
used as the last resort of the be- 
leaguered garrison. Though it seems, 
from the ar.angement of the windows, 
to enclose a stairway which, in its 
prototypé, would have led to the top 
of the tower, in reality it gives space 
for a commodious dressing closet. 

A change made necessary by the de- 
mands of the modern age is the at- 
tached garage, Through careful plan- 
ning this has been made to blend nice- 
ly with the rest of the facade of the 
house, so that in no way does it detract 
from the attragtiveness of the picture. 

The home is of stucco construction, 
with three coats of cement, water- 
proofed, applied on metal lath over a 
wooden frame. In color it is French 
gray, harmonizing nicely with the 
granite trim and the slate colored shin- 
gles. The living quarters are grouped 
o:. one floor, with the occasional rooms 
below, where also is space for several] 
additional rooms. This arrangement, 
not visible from the front, is made 
possible through the steep grade of the 
lof. 

A doorway of natural rough granite 
opens into a vestibule of rich textured 
plastered walls and ceiling. The wood- 
work is mahogany in: the popular 
Adam brown tone, and the floor is flag- 
stone. To the right is a closet for 
coats and hats; to the left, a spacious 
living room, 15 by 23 feet, with a 
twelve foot ceiling, slanting on the two 
sides with the contour of the roof. 
Heavy, decorated beams and corbels 
support the ceiling. The floor is weath- 
ered oak. No center chandelier is used, 
all of the -illumination coming from 
six sets of hand wrought iron wall 
brackets. A tile mantel and open fire-

place with exterior chimney complete 
this charming room. 

Just bey vnd the living room is the 
dining room, 11 by 14 feet, with a nine 
foot ceiling and textured walls. The 
windows are arched at the top. In 
rooms,such as this, where the plaster- 
ing is an integral part of the architec- 
tural design and «2 the decorative and 
period scheme, it is especially neces- 
sary to apply the plaster on a perma- 
ment steel base, as advocated by the 
National Council for Better Plastering. 

“n the will to the right of the arch- 
way connecting the living and dining 
rooms is a swing door to the kitchen. 
There is also a door from the kitchen 
to the front entry, making a passage 
much desired.in a large home. The 
model kitchen has a white tile drain- 
board and sink back, porcelain enam- 
eled sink with nickel plated swing 
spout mixing faucet, and cupboards for 
cooking utensils under the drainboard. 
Detween the windows over the kitchen 
sink is a small spice and soap cabinet 
with a mirrored door, and above this

Broom closet, laundry tubs of porce- 
lain, built-in troning board which folds 
up into the wall, and space for the 
refrigerator and washing machine are 
located in the service room. Just off 
this room is a toilet anc lavatory with 
white enameled walls and tile floor. 


On the rear is a balcony which 
serves this hiliside home as an outdoor 
breakfast porch and as a walk from 
the service room to the street. A 
wrought iron railing adds to its at- 
tractiveness. 


It may be seen from the floor plan 
tnat the outstanding feature of this 
home is the accessibility of the rooms. 
The long main hall leads from the -es- 
tibule to the kitchen, bathroom, three 
bedrooms, and linen closet. The living 
and dining rooms form a unit connect- 
ed with the hall through the cntry. 
Each bedroom has a large closet and 
full equipment of casement windows 
and electfic fittings. The ceilings are 
tinted ivory and the walls are can- 
vased and hand decorated. 


The bathroom is spacious and com- 
plete, with pedestal type lavatory, full 
china toilet, and built-in bath tub with 
concealed outlet and china handle 
water inlets. The floor of tile and tile 
baseboard and wainscoting minimize 
cleaning. A tiled-in shower stall is 
directly opposite the tub. 


Below the living room, dining room, 
entry, and kitchen there is a large 
billiard room, 24 by 30 feet, with 
beamed ceiling and pine floor and a 
huge stone fireplace at one end. A 
door beside the mantel leads to the 
lower level of the hillside. Light is 
provided by five full length French 
doors for the daylight hours and two 
large wrought iron chandeliers for 
use in the evening. At the opposite 
end of the .ooms from the fireplace a 
door leads out into a rough timbered 
hall and staircase connecting with the 
main hall upstairs. Here is space for 
three additional rooms, should it ever 
become desinable to finish them off. 
There are also taps. for plumbing fix- 
‘j3res for anothc: bathroom in cage 
servants quarters should be estab 
lished on the lower floor. 

In the basement is located the heat- 
ing equipment, consisting of an au:> 
matic storage hot water heater .nd a 
unit system gas furnace with electric 
control upstairs. To heat any part or 
all of the house one has merely to 
touch an electric button to operate the 
furnace valve. Other features of the 
house are a built-in mailbox, toggle 
switches throughout, and wiring and 
plugs for radio with antenna in the 
attic.

Courage and Keen Intelligence. 

Today we assume gayly not only that thought is free but 
also that it has always been free among us—that the throt- 
tling of opinion by authority went out with the middle ages. 
When, as in Tennessee of late, authority rises to put down 
heresy, it seems a belated episode out of a half forgotten past, 
and the majority of enlightened men simply snicker. Are the 
legislators of Tennessee, led by their pastors, ignorant of what 
every schoolboy is supposed to know?

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TRACING RAVINIA’S 
SUCCESS TO DRAMA

MONG the many interesting listeners to be noted in 
Ravinia audiences this summer is a manufacturer who 
travels several hundred miles every week-end to hear 
the Saturday and Sunday performances. And I men- 

tion him because his reason for coming explains why Ra- 
vinia is converting not only him but many gentlemen who 
have thought the Follies to be the 
quintessence of entertainment into 
opera devotees, 

“What I Mke out here,” he 
said—and he speaks from a wide 
acquaintance with European and 
American opera-giving, tf not from 
any profound study of the art—" is 
the way they get the opera over. 
Not that I don’t appreciate the 
music—I’ve never heard better— 
but what strikes me is the way 
they make you feel what's going 
on. Ive never had opera get me 
the way it does out here.” 

And there, I think, he touched 
upon the secret of making opera

The Rejuvenation of “La Juive.” 

To point the moral, you need only take Ravinia’s recent 
performance of “La Juive,” scheduled for another perform- 
ance in the near future. This work has been a favorite 
target for many critics as to musical content throughout 
three generations, yet its score, which would be extremely 
prosaic if rendered strictly as music, can be elevated easily 
into a delightful evening’s entertainment. And those con- 
summate artists, Rosa Raisa and Giovanni Martinelli, showed 
exactly how to turn the trick. They did ft by pitching the 
dramatic intensity at a high level at the outset, both his- 
trionically, in maketp, and by spurring on the tempo and 
fire of the musical rendition. And once they have done this, 
and made you feel the problem, ,“ La Juive” becomes imme 
diately a vehicle of tremendous thrill and power.

TO INTERCHANGE 


| RADIO PROGRAMS 


Winter to Be Epochal in 


Broadcasting. 


New York, Aug. 1.—[Special.J— 
Susiness men of the radio industry, 
research engineers and studio impre- 
sarios are working together to make 
the coming winter the most prosper- 
ous s@ason since broadcasting started 
five years ago. This means that the 
ether waves will carry more attractive 
features and the world’s greatest ar- 
tists will be heagd because the pro- 
gtams are the lifeblood of the radio 
-itfdustry. It means that there will be 
Deans of new models in receiving 
sets, most of which are improvements 


over the sets of last year. 
The business side of radio has had a 


~ representative iri Europe for the past 


month arranging with European sta- 
tions for an. international exchange of 
programs. The British Broadcasting 
company and the German Broadcast- 
ing company have expressed their 
hearty approval of the plan and have 
announced that they will be glad to 
codperate by preparing and broadcast- 
ing special concerts to America this 
winter. Likewise a high powered 
American transmitter will flash fea- 
ture programs for European radio 
fans. 


To Start Oct. 1. 


The engineers will make this pos 
sible by means of new superpower 
stations, with power outputs ranging 
from 25 to 100 kilowatts and in some 
instances short wave channels will be 


used for relay purposes. 


The era of super power will prob- 
ably be ushered in about Oct. 1. The 
Radio Corporation of America is com- 
pleting its 60 kilowatt broadcaster at 
Boundbrook, N. J. England's 25 kilo- 
watt station at Daventry, 75 miles 
from London, went on the air for the 
first time July 27. 

The Germans have two big stations 
‘under construction, one at Herzog- 
stand, Bavaria, which is rated with an 
output of 100 kilowatts. A second sta- 
tion at Koenigswusterhausen is 60 kil- 
owatts. 

Connected by Land Wires. 

The Boundbrook station will] be con- 
nected with a New York studio by 
land wires. Engineers hope to use 
WJZ's present wave of 455 meters un- 
less tests prove that a higher wave is 
necessary to modulate super power. 
The German engineers say that high 
power cannot be handled on a wave 
lower than 1,000 meters, so they will 
select one out of range of American 
broadcast receivers. Call letters will 
not be used by the German announc- 
ers, but the names of the cities where 
the transmitters are located. 

.The fact that the European super 
plants twill be tuned to wave lengths 
out of range of receivers used in this 
cotntry will necessitate detecting the 
waves after they reach the United 
States and then rebroadcasting them 
on @ Wave length between 300 and 550 
meters. The European concerts will 
be intercepted at pelfast, Me., by an 
antenna ten miles long, such as the 
type used for commercial trans-Atlan- 
tic traffic. The impulses will then be 
forwarded to Boundbrook on a short 
wave length, probably 112 meters. 


Millions May Listen. 


The waves will then’be put on the 


air again by the super transmitter so 
that millions of Americans will hear 
the programs played in London, Ber- 
lin, and other capitals of Kurope. 

The British engineers will endeavor 
to pick up programs broadcast by the 
ordinary 600 watt stations in other 
cities on the continent and relay them 
to the United States through the Da- 
ventry station. Germany may attempt 
the same. 

The program impresarios are pre- 
paring to make the work of the ensgi- 
neers worth while to listeners on both 
sides of tue Atlantic. The program 
directors look for friendly competition 
in preparing the programs, and each 
country will endeavor to put its most 
renowned musicians and entertainers 
on the air.

SOUTH AMERICAN 
RADIO PROGRAMS 
INOT INTERESTING 


Little Enthusiasm for the 
Wireless. 


Radio enthusiasm in Brazil is a qués- 
tion of altitude, ee Philip 
K. Condict, vice president of the In- 
ternational Western Electric company, 
who, has just returned from a business 
trip to South America. 

“In Rio de Janeiro, which fs on the 
sea coast in a tropica] climate,” Mr. 
Condict said, “broadcasting has not 
progressed with any great rapidity. 
There is no great popular interest, and 
programs are not especially interest- 
ing. In the state and city of Sao 
Paulo, at an elevation of a thousand 


feet or more above sea level, there is 
widespread interest and good programs 
are sent out from a small, twenty watt 
set. This, however, will be replaced 
before the end of the year by a 1,000 
watt station. 

Programs Not Interesting. 

“The fact that the tropical climate 
makes it possible for people to find 
amusement out of doors all the year 
round seems to account for the lack 
of radio enthusiasm in Rio. A 600 
watt station erected there three years 
ago is operating satisfactorily, but the 
programs are not particularly enter- 
taining. Two other stations in Rio 
are similarly handicapped. 

‘‘A number of plans have been de- 
veloped for improving the troadcasting 
facilities in Rio, but no definite steps 
have been taken. For a long period 
the government restricted broadcasting 
and did not permit thé general sale of 
receiving sets. These restrictions have 
now been removed. It is doubtful,

‘ _ Enthusiasm in Argentine. 


* Broadcasting in the Argentine is 
meeting with much public enthusiasm. 
All the electrical stores in Buenos 
Aires are handling radio supplies and 
one can buy apparatus made in almost 
any of the countries manufacturing 


such equipment. There are several 
troadcasting stations in Buenos Aires 
land one or two in other cities which 
are giving a fairly good grade of trans- 
mission. The programs are interesting 
and popular. There seems to be real 
need for a larger broadcasting station 
and I presume that, with the growing 
interest in radio, one will be provided 
before long.”

An Adventure in Crescendo. 

From the island«, on to New Zea- 
land and Australia There was nothing 
out. of the ordinary to chronicle here, 
it seems. For Australia, they report, 
lacks both the natural beauty of the 
United States and the traditional at- 
mosphere of the continent. 

But here comes a part of Mrs. Mc- 
Cutcheon’s travel philosophy: 

“The beauty of our trip was that 


it was done on crescendo. We took in 
the lesser things first And that is 
as it should be, it seems to me. For, 
on the first leg of a journey, anything 
is eventful; everything i interesting, 
nothing is disapoointing. Bat if 


Australia had beer at the top of our 


pyramid, capping strange rites in 
isolated villages and curious encounters 
in Russian streets, why then it would 
have been anti-climax.” 


As it was, nothing was anti-climax. 
Not even that sormewhat digressive air- 
plane trip which purposed to carry 
them from Copenhagen to Paris, but 
which, after six attempts, turned out 
to be a jaunt from Copenhagen to a 
vegetable garden in Valenciennes, 
France. 


But’ te return to the pattern of 
the narrative.

Clothes Don’t Make the Papuan. 

Leaving Australia, the four jour- 
neyed to Papua, New Guinea, and tar. 
ried in the English owned portion of 
it. Here were your native natives, 
unspoiled by souvenir postcards. They 
let their hair grow out until it simu- 
lates a thoroughly undisciplined mat- 
tress. And they are such carefu. nus- 
bandmen of their wardrobes. Why, at 
the New Guinea inn where the pasty 
dined one evening, Mrs. McCutheon, 
glancing up casually enoug’ at the 
servitor who had just passed her some 
rice, nearly spilled the soup. , 

There was reason enough, shh ne- 


lieves. For the waiter was garped only 
in a sketchy loincloth. And, for good 
measure, he had a dolphin's tooth 
necklace. wound about his neck. His 
hair, kinky and uncut, stood out for 
many inches, forming a fuzzy aura, 
wholly terrifying save for the hibiscus 
leaves which flopped down, coyly 
enough, over his ears. But he was a 
perfect waiter. And his was the cus 
tomary costume. 

The native children don’t even bother 
with the formality of the hibiscus 
leaves. They go about entirely unfet- 
tered. 

And the women? In Papua there 
are straw skirts and beautéous wom- 
en, with this difference. The straw 
skirt retains its good looks even when 


well on toward middle age. The beau- 
teous woman does not. When they 
are young the native women are 
hauntingly lovely. But so soon, so 
piteously soon, they begin to have chil- 
dren, and to do most of the work that 
is to be done. And very shortly they 
are no longer nice to look upon. 


x * 
Straw Skirts and Ginghams. 

But they do wear straw skirts. And 
it was here that Mrs. McCutcheon 
gathered up an extensive and signifi- 
cant collection of them. For each 
locality has a straw skirt fashion all 
its own. So has each status within 
that geographic location. So Mrs. Mc- 
Cutcheon has a long clothes line filled 
with the models. Another interesting 


collection which she brought back 
from this region is a variety of dolphin 
tooth necklaces, weird, symbolic, 
strangely charming. And another is 
of tiny carved birds, the good luck 
token of each country visited. 

All of which brings up the age-old 
question of what these two very mod- 
erm women travelers wore on their 
journey. In Papua, Borneo, the Spice 
islands and the like, they wore simple 
ginghams that were often converted, 
quite spontaneously, into bathing 
suits, when the night was hot and the 
water near. Crossing the Gobi desert 
they wore knickers and sweaters. In 
the cities they wore dark suits. 


It was in New Guinea that Mrs. 
Goodspeed and Mrs. McCutcheon es- 


tablished the record of being the first 
women ever to enter the famous “ long 
houses” of the island. Now, a “long 
house,” quite literally, is a bamboo 
dwelling, very narrow, exceedingly 
long, and rising to an amazing height, 
considering the lack of architectural 
devices and the fact that it is simply 
a bamboo pole towering In the air 
which forms the framework. 
* ¢ 
The Village Rendervous. 

But the “long house” is more than 
an architectural triumph. It is the 
“men’s club” for the husbands and 
fathers and sweethearts in New 
Guinea. Here your native goes to club 
meeting of a Tuesday night. Here he 
sits about a rude table, with skulls 
looking down upon him, weapons hang- 
ing down from the walls, and tells his 
stories and has his stag party. 

No New Guinea woman, however 
emancipated, dares enter a “long 
house.” And no white woman ever 
has. So Mrs. McCutcheon and Mrs. 
Goodspeed were the first of their sex 
ever to enter one. 

Linguistically speaking, the native 
dialects were so difficult that it made 
speaking quite easy. It was this way: 
The officials throughout the region 


spoke English. And when the travel- 


ers wished to converse with natives 
they knew In advance that it would be 
hopeless, and hired a guide. Which is 


certainly much simpler than venturing. 


complacently upon a language you 
think you know, only to be defeated 
at the first conjugation. 

Dialectically, New Guinea is more 
divided than ever all Gaul was. The 
dialect changes about every ten miles, 
and changes so completely that inter- 
communication between the natives is 
even difficult. 

And yet a missionary whom the 
party met, and whom Mrs. McCutch- 
eon points to as an @éxample of indus- 
try for a cause, had translated the 
entire Bible into one of these isolated 
dialects, with a geographic limit that 
couldn’t have exceeded one htindred 
square miles. 


* 
Impatient for Thursday. 

About this time the quartet wanted 
to get on to Thursday island, and {at 
the risk of being stupidly facetious) 
they didn’t want to wait until a week 
from Tuesday to start. So they char- 
tered a boat of their own. They were 
@ bit dubious at first, for the sailors 
and servants were all those fuzzy 
haired natives’ whom they had seen 
at the hotel. So they wondered about 
the food. 

But, like so many of their expected 
troubles, this, too, failed to material 
ize. For the cook was a Chinaman, 
and a veritable epicure he must have 
been, to judge from the meals he 
served,

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GENERATING AND STORING 
ELECTRICITY. 


cal energy is tfansmitted and 
distributed from the generating 
station to the points where it is 
required, let us see what gues on at 
one of the great electrical power sta- 
tions. As a general rule they do not 
convey to a visitor, who is no expert, 
any adequate impression of the scale 
on which such vast energy is being pro- 
duced. There is no bustle and little 
visible movement, and not much from 
a spectacular point of view to excite 
one’s wonder. The three principal cen- 
tral power stations in London are at 
Chelsea, at Wood Lane, and at Neas- 
den. From these powér stations the 
various underground railways receive 
the electrical energy which enables 
them to transport 571 million passen- 
gers a year. An enormous volume of 
fuel is required; one station alone con- 
sumes no leas than 260,000 tons of coal 
per annum for the production of elec- 
tric current. 

We shall see great steam turbines 
driving huge dynamos and alternators. 
At the Chelsea power station the power 
is equal to 78,000 kilowatts, or about 
100,000 horse power. Current is sup- 
plied from these to twenty-seven sub- 
stations scattered about London; at 
| these substations the power is trans- 
formed into direct current to. feed the 
live rails of Various underground and 
electric railways and tramways. 

* * 
Distribution of Current. 

Current is usually generated in its 
alternating form, at a preasure of 3,000 
volts upwards. A volt, it should be ex- 
plained, is the electrical counterpart 
of the “ pound per square inch” used 
to ‘describe the pressure of gases or 
liquids. To one side of the power 
house, perhaps-in a separate chamber, 
will be found the switchboard on which 
are mounted electrical gauges for 
measuring the condition of current, and 


whereby current is controlled and di- 
rected, » ; 

Where the generators are many in 
number, they may be divided into 
groups, each having its own switch- 
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handles for operating the switches. 
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board. Just as the units of a battery 
of boilers contribute through their in- 
dividual branch pipes and valves to 8 
main steam pipe, so the generators of 
a group feed a set of short collecting 
conductors called ‘bus bars, through 
switches on the switchboard. 


By meang of other switclies the "bus 
bars can be linked with one or other of 
the sets of conductors which carry the 
current away from the power house for 
distribution; and, where there are sev- 
eral groups of generators, provision is 
made for cross connecting the several 
groups enabling them to come to one 
another’s aid when necessary. The 
switchboards collectively may be com- 
pared to the bridge of a ship; they are 
the center from which the brain and 
hand of the operator direct the mighty 
forces séeking an outlet. The move- 
ment of a lever may send current 
reprédsenting thousands of horse power 
to a point within sight of the power 
house, or start it on a journey of hun- 
dreds of miles. — 

Current intended for loca] distribu- 
tion may be turned into the mains 
straight from the generators, to be 
modified subsequently as will be de- 

bed later. On the other hand, it 
may first be sent to transformers, by 
which its voltage or pressure is in- 
creased or stepped-up, as electricians 
say. The loss in transmission due to 
the resistance of a conductor decreases 
rapidly with increase in pressure; or, to 
state the facts differently, the higher 
the pressure the smaller may be the 
conductor for an equal] loss. The cost 
of conductors is a very heavy item, so 
pressures have been raised again and 
again with increase in distance of 
transmission. Twenty years ago 50,000 
volts was considered a very high pres- 
sure; today lines are carrying current 
at 220,000 volts, and electricians look 
forward to much higher voltages still. 

After leaving the step-up transform- 
ers, the long distance current flashes 
through insulated wires or cables, 
slung aloft on poles and trestles, and 
after a journey over, maybe, rivers, 
mountain passes and gorges, prairies 
and deserts, reaches the far away®sta- 
tion where it is to be distributed. Be- 
fore admission to the switchboard it 
has its pressure reduced, by step-down 
transformers, to a suitable level. The 
switchboard divides it among a number 
of different circuits.

Storage of Electricity. 

The only method yet discovered of 
storing electrical energy in commercial 
quantities involves the use of accumu- 
lators or storage batteries, subdivided 
into a number of cells. In a cell are a 
number of plates or elements charged 
with chemicals and submerged in a 
liquid called electrolyte. The plates 
are interconnected to form two groups, 
those of one group alternating with 
those of the other group; and each 
group is connected with a terminal, If 
continuous current from an outside 
source be vent through the cell, cer- 
tain interactions take place between 
the plate chemicals and the electrolyte, 
and electrical energy ig converted into 
chemical. The cell thus becomes in ef- 
fect a primary battery willing to recon- 
vert its chemical energy into electricai 
if the current be allowed to pass 
through a circuit in the reverse direc- 
tion to that of its entry, and the chemi- 
cals to revert to their original condi- 
tion. The amount of energy that can 
be stored in a cell depends on the size
